WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—It is 
long time since such utter confusion 
prevailed in Congress as was re- 
vealed today. A public appeal to the 
Senate from President Hoover, urg- 
ing that the tariff bill be passed in 
the next two weeks, and a heart to 
heart debate which followed among 
Senators, brought out forcibly that 
the tariff legislation situation 1s 
chaotic, with the majority at the 
mercy of a coalition of Democratic 
and independent and insurgent Re- 
publican Senators. 

Administration Senators acknowl- 
edged that they had lost control of 
the tariff revision measure, and there 
was general admission that no hope 
existed of Senate action within the 
fortnight fixed by the President in

President Hoover’s Declaration on the Tariff Bill, 
In Response to the Representations of Senators 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—President Hoover's public 

| statement on the tariff bill today was as follows: 

| The President was visited vesterday by a-number of Sena- 
tors, all of whom called at their own suggestion, and presented 
to him the grave situation that has arisen by delays in tariff 
legislation. 

‘They called attention to the fact that the Senate has had 
the tariff bill since June, with fifteen schedules to, work out, 
and has not yet completed Schedule 1. 

It was pointed out that a large amount of important legis- 
lation must be undertaken at the regular session which would 
be prevented by carrying the debate into the next session. 

Some of the Senators considered progress hopeless, as it ap- 
peared to them that the coalition intended to delay or defeat 
legislation, or did not intend to give adequate protection to in- 
dustry. Others felt that some understanding should be at- 
tempted among Senate leaders by which the bill could be sent 
into conference with the House at an early date. 

The President said, as he has uniformly stated his position, 
that campaign promises should be carried out by which adequate 
protection should be given to agriculture and to the industries 
where the changes in the economic situation demand their assis- 
tance. He stated that he could not believe and therefore 
would not admit that the United States Senate was unable to 
legislate and that the interests of the country required that 
legislation should be completed during the special session. 

The President has declined to interfere or express any opin- 
jon on the details of rates or any compromise thereof, as it is 
obvious that, if for no other reason, he could not pretend to 
have the necessary information in respect to many thousands 
of different commodities which such determination requires, 
but he pointed out that the wide differences of opinion and 
the. length of the cGiscussions in the Senate were themselves 
ample demonstration of the desirability of a real flexible clause 
in order that injustice in rates could be promptly corrected by 
scientific and impartial investigation and put in action without 
such delays as the present discussions give proof. 

He urged the Republican leaders to get together and see 
if they could not expedite the early completion of the schedules 
and thus send the bill to conference with the House within the 
next two weeks.

ON THE TRAIL, Further South, |

IN BRONX FOR 1932) 


15,000 at Democratic Rally 
Cheer Former Governor as 
Presidential Possibility. 


WALKER REBUKES HIS RIVAL 





Criticizes La Guardia for Attacks on 
Heckscher—-McKee Speaks at 
Morris High School Meeting. 


Hailed as the hoped-for Democratic 
candidate for President in 1932, for- 
mer Governor Smith spoke last night 
with Mayor Walker and Aldermanic 
President McKee in the final big 
meeting of the Democratic city cam- | 
paign in the Bronx at Morris High 
School. Always strong in the Bronx, 
Mr. Smith was greeted with great 
enthusiasm by a crowd of about 
15,000 which filled the auditorium, 
and a considerably larger crowd out- | 
side which heard the _ speeches 
through amplifiers. 

The meeting proved to be some- 

‘ing of a 1932 Presidential campaign 

ly, as well as a 1929 municipal 

“mpsign meeting. A large picture 
of Mr. Smith with the words, ‘‘For 
President, 1932,’ occupied as promi- | 
nent a position as the pictures of the 
Democratic city candidates. 

The appearance of Mrs. Smith, who | 
preceded her husband to the stage 
was cheered. She received a large 
bunch of ‘yellow chrysanthemums 
and Assistant Corporation Counsel | 
M. Maldwin Fertig, the chairman, in| 
presenting her to the audience, re- | 
ferred to her as ‘‘the wife of the 
man who has been four times Gov- | 
ernor and who, we hope, will be | 


President in 1932.”’ | 
Mayor Walker criticized F. H. La 





Guardia, his Republican opponent, 
for conducting what he called a cam- 
paign of slander and declared that 
the reason that Mr. La Guardia ob- 


tained the Republican nomination 
was that no Republicans except Wil- 
lixn M. Bennett dared to oppose him 
in the primaries and face the kind of 
@ mud-slipging campaign they knew 
he would make. He also criticized 
the se ra Mayoralty candidate 
for attacking August Heckscher, 
chairman of the Citizens’ Committee 
for the Re-election of Walker, Berry 
and McKee, and asked Mr. La 
Guardia to ‘‘pick on’’ him instead. 
“That is not going to tempt me to 
follow my opponent into the realm 
of slander and mud-slinging,’’ Mayor 
Walker said. ‘‘We are limited by the 
measure of dignity that public offi- 
cials of this great metropolis should 
maintain in the political campaign.’’ 
Mayor Walker added that the work 
of the city had to go right on and 
the present officials had no time to 
dig up scandalous ideas such as were 
being put out by their opponents. 
“Is it not obvious that our oppo- 
nents must have a great deal of time 
for scandal and libel,’’ he continued, 
‘‘when one of them finds it agree- 
able to pick out one of the most dis- 
tinguished citizens of the city to 
choose for the subject of his at- 
tack, a gentleman who is_ world- 
famous for his philanthropy? I ask 
of him, if there is a scintilla of fair- 
ness left, if there is an ounce of 
sportsmanship left, to pick on me 
and never utter another word of 
criticism against the fair name of

‘*‘We all are for extensions,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but it seems to me that they 
should give you a reasonable explana- 
tion of how you can spend more than 
$388,000,000 in four years. You know 
when you get into money as big as 
that it isn’t so easy to spend it. It 
isn’t even easy to count it. 

“So far as unification is concerned, 
the members of our board of direc- 
tors went to Albany to get a bill to 
make it possible. The Republican 
group declined to pass it. It could 
not have been for any other than po- 
litical reasons, because the password 


fiat Albany then was: ‘Let them stew 


in their own juice down in New 
York.’ That was what they said in 
February and March. Now it is Oc- 
tober and they promise.”’ 


Willing to Go to Albany. 


Mr. Smith said that he did not 
want any more work, since he was 
busy receiving visitors and tearing 
down the Waldorf to make way for 


a new office building, but would be 
willing to go to Albany with a group 
of Democrats to get the legislation 
desired. 

“T still have Bill Kenny’s private 
ear,’’ he said with a smile that 
brought a big laugh from the audi- 
ence. 

Mr. Smith in reply ta the assertion 
of Norman Thomas, Socialist candi- 
date for Mayor, that the Sociglists 





would continue their fight for the 
State production and distribution of 
power, declared he had been fight- 
ing for that for twenty years. He 
gave Mayor Walker credit for hav- 
ing led in the fight to get impor- 
tant legislation while Senate leader 
in Albany, and praised Contrcller 
Berry and Judge McKee. 

Mr. Smith also praised Borough 
President Bruckner, who entered the 
Board of Estimate on Jan. 1, 1918, 
at the same time that Mr. Smith 
took his seat there as President of 
the Board of Aldermen. ‘‘The only 
fault I have to find about Henry is 
that he uses the same old campaign 
picture,’’ Mr. Smith said. 

As the pictures of Mr. Bruckner on 
the walls presented a somewhat 
youthful likeness, this remark 
brought a great laugh.

This is not unusual 
with him. Standards of the highest 
musicianship and interpretive power 
are customarily his, so that it some- 
times seems repetitious to make 
these or similar remarks. But the 
accomplishments of last night can 
only be discussed in superlatives. 

The Berlioz ‘‘Harold’’ symphony is 
inferior to the ‘‘Symphonie Fan- 
tasigue,’’ which far _overshadows 
the later work. But Berlioz wrote 
as extravegantly of his purposes in 
the ‘‘Harold’? Symphony as he did 
of everything else he composed. 

Then Harold flings his inhibitions! 
out of the window and indulges in | 
fancied orgies with brigands, and | 
when Berlioz heard his own music | 
for this supposititious situation, he 
cried out to the members of the or- 
chestra, ‘“‘Sublime! I thank you, 
gentlemen, and I wonder at you: 
you are perfect brigands.’’ Unfortu- 
nately for Berlioz’s posterity, its or- | 
chestra brigands of the 40’s, who 
no doubt were desperate fellows in| 
their day and age, are now over- | 
shadowed by the superman of ‘“Zar- | 
athustra’’ and the superapes of | 
“Sacre du printemps.”” And the | 
theme of the lovely and romantic | 
Harold, inspired by Byron’s poem, | 
is a melody of drawing-room senti- 
mentality, even though it is a draw- 
ing room of the 30’s. 

On the other hand, the genius for | 





orchestral coloring is always present, |

Berlioz as man and musician, even 
though this trait was concealed by| 
his braggadoccio and his prevailin 
belligerency.

Mr. Toscanini’s programs this sea- | 
son have been of an unprecedented 
variety and electicism. He chose 
yesterday to introduce the Busch 
Variations. These variations are on 
the whole less pretentious and, 
therefore, better than the variations 
by Max "Reger, on another Mozart 
theme, which Adolph Busch, himself | 
a Regex pupil, introduced when he 
was in New York as conductor of 
the New York Symphony Orchestra } 
two seasons ago. The Busch Varia-|; 
tions are better than the others be- 
cause they are shorter; there is less 
of them and there is less posing by 
the composer. One is spared at least | 
the sensation of the pompous Reger 
piling up his contrapuntal baggage, 
asking the listener to observe what 
his mighty intellect accomplishes 
when he really sets it to work on 
Mozart’s modest little theme. 

The Busch Variations, in short, are | 
more modest, therefore less offen- 
sive. But they have no special value. 
The Mozart theme by itself is worth 

‘all of them put together. There are | 
sets of variations, such as those that 
Brahms wrote on themes by Handel 
end Paganini, and that Schuman 
wrote on an original theme (the } 
“Etudes Symphonique’’), when the 
theme undergoes marvclous trans- 
formations at the hands of a great 
genius. But neither Reger nor Busch | 
shows any right to tinker with an | 
idea by Mozart. But it is evident | ® 
that Mr. Toscanini intends to play 
new music as well as old, and not 
merely new music by Italians, and to 
leave his audiences to decide whether 
they like it. And of course the new 
works as well as the old are played 
by memory, and form new elements 
of an immense memorized repertory. 

Because of the inferiority of the 
Busch composition, to which was 
nevertheless accorded a most careful 
and illuminating exposition, the per- 
formance of this work was of less in- 
terest than the other three. Other- 
wise, Mr. Toscanini shone as bright. | 
ly when he essayed Roger-Ducasse 
as when he represented the roman- 
ticism of Berlioz, and he was no less | 
of a musician and of a transfiguring | 
representative of the composer's 
thought when he played the blazing 
and heroic music of Sibelius. The 
Roger-Ducasse piece is palpably of 
the period in French music intro- | 
duced by Faure and completed by | 
Debussy. It has the poetic coloring | 
and the elegiac language pertaining | 
to that epoch. For sheer beauty of 
orchestral tone and for harmonic 
warmth and richness of texture it is | 
an admirable vehicle for an orches- | 
tra and chorus, even if it is not a 
score of the utmost originality. Of 
this vehicle the conductor made the 
very most, and by sheer opulence of 
tone and shimmering climax intoxi- 
cated the ear. 

Notwithstanding this, the playing 
of a familiar and unassuming piece 
was anything but an anti-climax. 
This was not the best performance 
of ‘‘Finlandia’’ we have heard. It 
we the only performance in which 
the composition was played as the 
composer meant it to be, with the 
exact observance of the letter of the 
score and with the prodigious 
breadth and epic power that make 
music which easily verges on the 
banal a thrilling, ennobling experi- 
ence. This was the tempo taken by 
Sibelius himself when he conducted 
the piece, which, last night, once} 
more loomed gigantic. One thought 
of the country of Sibelius, of its his- 
tory, of the wilder and more sombre 
aspects of its nature. The epic 
power, the desperate heroism which 
are often found in his pages rever- 
berated again.

“OSSINING, Oct. 31.—Alfred Conyes, 


the medieval prison practices of the 
last.eentury and today and whose 
memory is a veritable ‘‘who’s who” 
of ‘famous criminals, will celebrate 
his. fiftieth anniversary, as-a keeper 
at Sing Sing prison tomorrow. 

He has worked under twenty war- 
‘dens, met about 60,000 criminals and, 


with one exception, is believed to| 


have been. inside. prison walls longer 
than any inmate or any other keep- 
er. The exception is Jesse H: Pomeroy. 
Massachusetts convict who has been 
in prison for fifty-three years. 

Appointed to his post on Nov. 1, 
1878, Conyes’ knew the era when 
prisoners were paddled, hanged by 
the wrists or lashed or clubbed, 
when keepers carried nightsticks— 
| and used. them; when convicts wore 
stripes and marched in lock-step to 
their sts; when their heads were 
shav and taiking among the:n- 
selves was a crime. He witnessed 
the riots of 1883 and 1913.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Japan 
maintained an excess of imports 
over exports in September, despite a 


marked decline in shipments abroad 
of raw silk and a large volume of 
raw cotton imports, according to a 
cable dispatch today from Acting 
| Commercial Attaché J. H. Ehlers at 
Tokio. 

Preliminary figures show Japan’s 
September exports totaled $95,400,- 
000, a décrease from the preceding 
month of $14,400,000, while imports 
totaled $70,000.000, or $11,000,000 
lower than in August. Japan’s for- 
eign trade has developed an appre- 
cibaly favorable balance each month 
since July, and it is anticiapted, Mr. 
Ehlers said, that the adverse mer- 
chandise balance for 1929 will be the 
lowest for several years past.

“The manufacturing margin,’’ he 
said, ‘thas dropped nearly 5 cents 
a pound during the last two years 
During the first eight months of this 
vear production was at the rate of 
10% per cent in excess of normal 
There is only one law in,the land 
that forces us to sell our commodities 
at a loss, and that is the law of sup- 
ply and demand. 

“Mergers, consolidations, group 
actions, or any other methods of 
control will be of little lasting bene- 


for the operation and management 
of the units of our industry learn 
that careful control of production, 
based on prevalent market condi- 
tions, is the best insurance for the 
people in our mills.’’ 

Representative Scott Leavitt of 
Montana discussed the possibilities 
offered by the interchange of prod- 
ucts between the New England man- 
nfacturer and the Western farmer. 
He advocated the substitution of mu- 
tual understanding for sectionalism. 

“As New England is a market for 
Western products.’’ he said, ‘‘the 
West and Middle West are rich po- 
tential markets for New England 
goods.” 

He said the Great Lakes-St. Law- | 
rence waterways project would pro- 
vide a link between New England | 
and the West. 

In a statement preceding his ad-| 
dress to the convention, S,. R. Glass- | 
ford, president of the Association of 
Cotton Textile Merchants of New 
York, assured the convention that 
the stability shown by the industry 
during the stock market crash “‘is 
a golden opportunity knocking at our 
door.”’ 

‘Cotton has acted wonderfully well 
during this period of necessity,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and the strength shown in the 
textile industry is gratifying to indi- 
viduals. Where it has been a ter- 
rible catastrophe for other industries 
it has proved to the cotton business 
that there is, after all. sufficient | 
strength to withstand great pres- 
sure.”’ 

In his address to the convention | 
he dealt with the remedies that 
might be profitable for the industry 
and the development of the distribu- 
tion problem, which he said was the 
most vital of all phases of the busi- 
ness,
